per day, it will cost $100 in cash and 
300 pounds of bacon in keep to make the 
journey. The cost of the bucon has then 
to be added, Putting bacon at 16 cents 
per pound, it, costs the government the 
very tidy sum of $292 10 get 900 pounds 
of bacon from Calgary tu Edmonton, 
This is hardly satisfactory when a 900 
pound beef steer could be driyen from 
Calgary to Edmonton in the same 
and cost all told $70, 

We will undertake to say that 500 head 
of cattle could be taken from any of the 
ranches near Calgary and be driven to 
Edmooton in the same time and at less 
cost than it would take to send 100 team 
loads of bacon to the same place, It is 
superfluous toadd that the people aud 
soldiers at Edmonton would hail the 
change with satisfaction. It is unaccount- 
able why this is not done. li is by no 
means too late to do it, and if there is any 
reason for not doing so it would be well 
to have it stated.

The Calgary Troops at Edmonton, 


The long wished for and heartily wel- 
come troops arrived from Calgary at noon 
on Friday. It was known the night before 
that they would be here about that time 
and a number of citizens went several 
iriles out to meet them and accompanied 
horseback and in buggies. 
General Strange and staff crossed the river 
shortly after 12 and were received with a 
salute of nine guns. ‘lhe Edmonton com- 
pany was drawn up under Capt. Stiff, and 
briefly addressed by the general. He 
complimented the officers and men on the 
public spirit shown by them, and had no 
doubt that many of them had suffered 
persoaal loss for the general welfare. He 
hoped they would continue to show the 
sume spirit until the end of the present 
He regretted that he had been 
unable to bring arms and equipments 
through for thein, but these would arrive 
shortly. He specially thanked those who 
were employed in building the flat boats 
for transport down the river. The mount- 
ed men of the force crossed first, followed 
by the rifles, and these by the ammunition 
and supply train of about 200 wagons and 
carts. As the 65th formed up on the north 
side they were given three hearty cheers 
by the crowd on the bank above them, to 
which they respcnded. The mounted 
men proceeded directly to the race course

Prisoners Amongst the Indians, 


Blue Quill, who arrived from Victoria 
on Thursday, partially corroborates and 
partially contradicts the two stories already 
received as to the taking of Ft. Pitt. 
Tne Fort was suprised by the Indians on 
night of the 15th and 16th, ‘Two police 
were killed, one wounded and one taken 
prisoner, No Indians were killed, Two 
persons who were in the fort, names un- 
known, made their escape by land. The 
remaining policemen succeeded in escap- 
ing to the boats, partially clothed, aud got 
away away under fire from the Indians, 
but the latter thought they would perish 
from cold before reaching Battleford, 
The Indians secured a large amount of 
plunder in the fort and 30 rifles, which 
were broken, probably the number over 
the amount in use bythe police. J. Me 
Lean, factor, and Jas, Simpson, clerk of 
the H. B. Co. and their families, are 
prisoners in the Indian camp, also a half- 
breed from Victoria named Rabiscaw, 
Johd Pritchard and family, and « number 
of halfhreeds, probibly traders, There 
has been no murdering since the taking of 
the fort, Mrs. Delaney i» being terribly 
used, being tradod around among the In- 
dians, and cannot/ive long. ‘The build- 
ings were not destroyed, but were wrecked 
great value in furs destroyed. 
‘Twelve days ago Big Bear was camped on 
the east side of Frog creek, with forty 
tents, awaiting the return of his scouts, 
four of whom weut to White-fish lake, six 
to Lac la Biche, and fifteen southward. 
Unless he can largely increase his band he 
will probably join Poundmaker.--Edmon- 
ton Bulletin.
